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NIXON WINS VICTORY . . . 
Military Salary 
Hikes Rejected 


Washington 
UP)— The Senate 


gave the Nixon administration a 
victory Wednesday in its fight 
for a two-year draft extension 
by rejecting a move to increase 
sharply proposed military pay 
raises. 


The vote was 42 to 31. 
Earlier, clearing the decks for 


a Memorial Day recess and next 
week's showdown on the pro- 
posal for a one-year draft ex- 
tension, it voted 67 to 8 against a 
move to extend the draft for 18 
months. 


Comes As Blow 


The vote against the amend- 


ment increasing the pay raises, 
which are designed as an in- 
centive 
to 
attract 
m o r e 


volunteers and make possible an 
all-volunteer Army, came as a 
blow to opponents of the ad- 
m i n i s t r a t i o n ' s two-year 
extension proposal. 


Supporters of the 
one-year 


extension said an increase in 
pay raises from the $1 billion 
urged by the Nixon administra- 
tion to the $2.7 billion voted 
earlier by the House would im- 
prove their chances of defeating 
the House-passed two-year ex- 
tension in a vote scheduled June 
4.

amendments were the last on 
the bill, which the Senate has 
been debating for three weeks, 


until after the Memorial Day 
recess which began Wednesday 
night for the Senate and starts 
Thursday for the House. 


Arguing for the increased pay, 


Sen. Harold E. Hughes, D-Iowa, 
the amendment's sponsor, called 
it simple justice. 


Ancients'Paid More' 


Sen. Richard S. Schweiker, R- 


Pa., a cosponsor and author of 
the one-year extension proposal, 
said "if you go back, the 
pharoahs of Egypt, the em- 
perors of Rome, the kings of 
Europe all paid their soldiers 
proportionately far more than 
we pay ours." 


The, administration asked that 


the pay raises be spread over 
two years, while the amendment 
combines them all in one year. 


Sen. John C. Stennis, D-Miss., 


chairman of the Armed Services 
Committee and floor manager of 
the draft measure, read the 
Senate a letter from members of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, or their 
deputies, 
opposing the

Farm Labor Contractor Seized In 12 Murders 


Yuba City, Calif. (#) — Authorities charged 


a farm labor contractor with murder Wednes- 
day in connection with 12 transient fruitpickers 


, found hacked to death and buried in orchards 


north of this Central California farming com- 
, munity. 


The contractor was charged formally in 


court with 10 murders, but two bodies were 
discovered after the papers had been drawn. 
A search continued for more victims. 


The latest bodies were exhumed several 


hours after the 4 a.m. arrest of Juan V. Corona, 
37, in bed at his modest home south of town. 
Corona had no comment as he was being book- 
ed. His arraignment was postponed until next 
Wednesday at the request of Sutler County 
Public Defender, Roy J. Van den Heuvel. 


The first body was found by chance last 


Friday. Eight others were dug up Tuesday 
from graves scattered more than two miles 
over peach and prune lands stretching from 
the west bank of the Feather River. 


Stabbed Li Chest, Hit In Head 


All of the dead had been stabbed repeatedly 


in the chest and hacked in the back of the 
head with a machete or ax. All were white 


men, aged 40 to 63. 


They were buried in graves as deep as 


five feet in the sandy soil. 


Sheriff Ray D. Whiteaker would not explahr 


the significance of an ax, a pruning knife 
and a dirt-caked shovel that were carried into 
the Suiter County Jail shortly before the 
shackled Corona was booked. 


Corona, who speaks little English, has lived 


in this area for about 15 years.. The sheriff 
said he offered no resistance. 


Weighs 200 Pounds 


The booking sheet listed him as "Juan 


Veilliho Corona, born in Mexico, Feb. 7, 1934, 
5-foot-ll, 200 pounds, wife's name Glorida." 


Sheriff Whiteaker said he knew of no 


motive, "None at all, none that we can 
discover." 


He said the oldest grave found was about 


two months old and grown over with grass. 
The most recent was only 48 hours old. 


Two of the victims were identified by 


authorities as *Kenneth Edward Whitacre, 40, 
last known address Alameda, Calif., and Sigrid 
Emil Beierman, 63, also known as Pete 
Petersen, of nearby Marysville. 


Sheriff Whiteaker said two more victims 


were identified Wednesday afternoon but their 
names would not be released until next of 
kin were notified.

First 2 Fraitpickers 


The sheriff said the first two identified 


were fruitpickers and the others also likely 
were transients^ possibly explaining why they 
were not reported missing.

In Washington, the Farm Labor Service 


said Corona was registered with the state of 
California as a farm labor recruiter. 


An official said Corona was therefore likely 


to have referred 
workers from the state 


employment service, which gets federal aid 
to place migrant farmworkers. He was not 
registered as a federal recruiter so he could 
riot legally have hired or transported workers 
from out of state. 


Orchardist Notices Hole 


The first body was unearthed Friday five 


miles north of town. Orchardist Goro Kagehiro 
noticed a 2-foot-deep, 6-foot-wide hole in the 
morning and found it filled in the afternoon. 
Suspecting a cache of stolen goods, he called 
the sheriff's office, and Whittaker's body was 
exhumed. 


Blocker Reports ADM Has Reduced Load On Lagoon

"ADM 
(Archer 
Daniels 
Midland) 
has 


reduced the strength of their loads (into the 
city's northeast lagoon) to within an acceptable 
limit for the lagoon to properly operate," said 
Public Utilities Director Lee Blocker in an 
interview Wednesday. 


Blocker said that with the present ADM 


loads within acceptable limits, "if serious prob- 
lems now arise, they are the city's and we must 
correct them." 


The task, he said, is for the city now 


to get the lagoons back into its normal, 
relatively odor-free, procedure 
in treating 


wastes. 


No Guarantees 


Blocker said the city has already im- 


plemented a continuous program of recom- 
mended methods to get the lagoons to function 
properly, but added he could not guarantee 
a specific timetable to accomplish this — saying 


• weather conditions play a key part in returning 
the lagoon to a normal condition. 


He said that the treatment process is 


dependent upon adequate sunlight and winds, 
with the recent rainy weather hampering ef- 
forts. 


The big question to some persons is whether 


strengths will again increase, and ruin efforts 
to correct the situation. 


Accelerated Program 


James Randall, executive vice president of 


ADM, related to city officials at a three-hour, 
meeting Wednesday that ADM "has. greatly 
accelerated its Lincoln antipollution program 
and substantially reduced the loads discharged 
into the city's lagoon system."

Within One Vote

Only Problem 


The only apparent problem in 


holding the rates could come 
from the Legislature's decision 
to override the governor's veto 
of LB707, Marvel said. That 
could force the income tax rate 
up by one more percent.

$2.9 million a year (almost all of 
which would go to the counties), 
was enacted over Exon's veto oa 
a 32-13 vote. 


Senators also overrode two

plies" in each through larger 
"public project developments' 
and smaller "local independent 
projects." 


Three 'Concepts'

inter-basin transfer of water, 
/cautioning the ideas are not

"Some areas will have large 


surpluses of water even after 
reasonably full development of 


. -ihe basins," 
the document 


pointed out, while at least "four 
areas will have deficiencies." 


Noting the report speaks in

Chairman Robert M. Bell, in a

l e t t e r 
to 
the 


Legislature and Gov. J. James 
Exon, said, "It will only be 
through the Legislature's con- 
certed action that a refined set 
of objectives for future planning 
can be prepared." 


In a prepared statement, Exon 


said he would make recom- 
mendations on specific items in 
the report "after 
staff and 


agency reviews." 


The four-year study, prepared 


mainly by the commission's 
staff with the assistance of ad- 
visory groups, the Legislature's 
interim study committee, and 
several c o n s u l t a n t s , cost 
$200,000, including $75,000 in fed- 
eral funds. 


The framework study is in- 


tended as a guide for all federal, 
state and local entities engaged 
in planning, construction 
or 


operation of water resource 


development p r o j e c t s in 
Nebraska. 


While the report urged early 


completion of 24 pending federa 
projects in the state; and plan- 
ning for 21 more, it also said in 
creased investments by the state 
will be required if any ap- 
preciable rate of development o 
water and w a t e r - r e l a t e d 
resources is to be maintained 


As part of the commission's 


assigned responsibility to pro- 
vide a guide for the "fullest 
utilization" of the state's' water 
resources, the commission said 
several concepts for transfer of 
water from basins of surplus to 
basins 
of need 
were 
in- 


vestigated. 


One of. the major 
water 


transfer "concepts" Would col 
lect surplus water in, the most 
western part 
of the state, 


diverting it from the Niobrara, 
Snake, North Loup, Middle Loup 
and Dismal Rivers by canal to 
the existing T r i - C o u n t y 
Diversion Dam on the Platte 
River for downstream users. 


This would free water for 


d i v e r s i o n f r o m L a k e 
McConaughy to the Perkins- 
'hase Counties area, and also to 
the Cheyenne, Deuel and Garden 
tounty lands. 
A second "concept" would 


capture surplus waters on the 
"ower reaches of the Loup River 
:or conveyance to the western 
portion of the Big Blue and 
lorthern portion of the Little Big 
Blue basins- 


Niobrara Concept 


Under a third concept, surplus 


water of the Niobrara could be 
diverted through the proposed 
O'Neill unit and conveyed across 
he eastern portion of the 
Sandhills to a proposed storage 
ite on Davis Creek. 
In outlining what the com- 


mission said are "opportunities" 
or maximum utilization of the 
tate's water resources, the 
eport noted "only 20% of the 
tate's irrigable acreage of 19 
nillion acres is irrigated." 


It estimated domestic, in- 


dustrial and livestock water use 
will double to approximately one 
million acre-feet-annually by the 
ear 2020. 
The report noted that 60% of 
he municipal wastes within the 
tate do not receive adequate 
treatment before discharge. 


Additionally, it said, land 


erosion, 
feedlot 
w a s t e s 


fertilizers, pesticides and ir 
rigation return flows pollute the 
waters of the state. 


It estimated that soil erosion 


is still a hazard on 23 million 
acres, or approximately 90% of 
the state's agricultural lands 
Water erosion is dominate on 14 
million acres, especially in 
northeast and s o u t h e a s 
Nebraska, and wind erosion on 
million acres, mostly in the 
Sandhills. 


Hydropower Plans 


The report notes that the 


state's hydropower plans will 
supply less than one per cent o 
the state's power requirements 
by the year 2000, but are "large 
nonconsumptive water users." 


"Continued use of water for 


power generation may mean 
that its greater economic use at 
another 
place 
m u s t 
be 


foregone," the report said. 


The report includes 40 poten- 


tial flood storage sites, pro- 
viding 3.3 million acre-feet of 
storage or approximately three 
tunes the present capacity.. 


Additional to providing ade- 


quate flood protection 
and 


multipurpose irrigation projects, 
the reservoirs will 
provide 


160,000 
surface 
acres 
for 


recreation and fishing, as com- 
pared with the current 90,000 
surface acres. 


About 680 miles of the state's 


rivers appear suitable for pro- 
tection because of unique or 
scenic qualities. 


The report said about 6% of 


the state is still subject to 
flooding with damages of $20 
million or more annually. 


This could be cut by measures 


such as flood plain regulations, 
small watershed flood control 
measures, large reservoirs and 
channel improvements. 


The report also warned t h a t 
'environmental aspects must be 
iilly considered in planning for 
'uture water resource develop- 
ment."

14-state specialized 
common 


carrier network will become a 
reality.

NCCC's attorney had notified 
the company that the Federal 
Communications 
Commission 


(FCC) has adopted a policy of 
open competition in the field of 
specialized common carriers. 


Stevens explained that this 


means NCCC as well as other 
corporations who have applied 
for common carrier networks 
can now have their proposals 
approved on a tower site by 
tower site basis. 


Authorization Clarified 


Presently, the nation's only 


common carrier network is the 
Bfcll System, In 1970 the FCC 
authorized competition for the 
Bell System, but it wasn't'clear 
until Tuesday how open the 
competition anight be. 


"We'd Ilke^o think that NCCC 


is going to become one of the 
biggest communications com- 
panies in the country," Stevens 
said. However, he noted that 
NCCC does not plan to get into 
the telephone business. 


NCCC's proposal for a point- 


to-point communications net was

. In Four-Year Study Report Given To Legislature

No future projects are detail­ 
ed, the commission said, but 
rather the planning document 
concentrates on a “ broad, flex i­ 
ble framework! for the orderly , 
efficient dev elopment of the 
state’s water and related land 
resources” for the nex t 
50 
y ears. 
The report, described as the 
most comprehensiv e surv ey of 
the state’s 
water resources, 
problems and opportunities in 
its history , was authorized by 
the 1967 Legislature. 
Ih the report, the commission 
div ides the state into 13 riv er 
basin areas arid calls for the 
“ full utilization of water sup­ 
plies” in each through larger 
“ public project dev elopments” 
and smaller “ local independent 
projects.” 
Three 'Concepts* 
r Although

dev elopment of water resources, 
it outlines three “ concepts” for 
inter-basin transfer of water, 
cautioning the ideas are not 
plans or proposals but are in­ 
tended to “ stimulate thinking 
toward the balancing of water 
supplies in Nebraska.”

About 680 miles of the state’s 
riv ers appear suitable for pro­ 
tection because of unique or 
scenic qualities. 
The report said about 6% of 
the state is still subject to 
flooding with damages of $20 
million or more annually . 
This could be cut by measures 
such as flood plain regulations, 
Bmall watershed flood control 
measures, large reserv oirs and 
channel improv ements.

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'Compromise7 Enacted 


A displeased Gov. Exon Wednesday for 


practical reasons signed into law LB939, a 
"compromise" environmental protection bill 
creating a new Department of Environmenal 
Control. Should LB939 be struck down, the 
"present limited efforts in the field of en- 
vironmental control" undertaken by the Water 
Pollution Control Council and the Air Pollution 
Control Council could go unfunded, 
the 


governor said, because their funding has been 
transferred to the new department through 
companion legislation. 


The bill, as the governor envisioned it 


and as it was represented on the floor of 
the Legislature, would have created a new 
department with executive rather than merely 
administrative powers and an advisory coun- 
cil. 


But under LB939 as approved and signed, 


the director of the new department, while 
serving at the pleasure of the governor, only 
administers the council's decisions; the council 
is the real power. It alone can set rules 


and regulations, and standards and criteria 
of quality for air, water and land. 


So the bill does not really represent a 


compromise to those who felt that the state 
should take a stronger hand in the protection 
of the environment. The composition of the 
council is the factor which can hinder the 
effectiveness of the department. Eleven of 
its 16 members will come from interests which 
are most responsible for pollution—industry, 
agriculture 
and 
local 
governments. 
The 


peoples' interests are recognized by the in- 
clusion of one representative of the public 
at large and one representative of conserva- 
tion. Penalties for violating whatever stan- 
dards are set up make violations a minor 
expense at worst. 


If we read him correctly, Gov. Exon 


hinted before he decided to sign the bill that 
the law should be rewritten in the next session 
of the Legislature. The measure changes the 
framework of environmental protection efforts 
but not much of substance is in it. In 1972 
a more far-sighted approach should be taken.

Water Running Wild 


What is more of a dilemma than water? 


At the moment, for instance, we are being 
blessed with so much rain that farmers can't 
get their crops planted and city folks are 
of low spirits because of the gloomy condi- 
tions. But the hot days of summer will soon 
be here and the next thing you know, we 
will be worrying about drought. 


The state along the Platte River west 


is now experiencing flooding in the lowlands 
and the expectation is that conditions will 
get worse. The Legislature has passed a 
resolution urging remedial action, although 
it is highly questionable that much of anything 
really constructive can be done at this late 
date. 


The state is blessed with an abundance 


of water but, unfortunately, it is a mixed 
blessing. Water out of control is not a blessing, 
nor is water that is wasted as it passes 
through our state with no use by us. 


This is pointed out in the first phase 


of the new state water plan, presented to 
the Legislature this week by the Nebraska 


Soil and Water Conservation Commission 
The study makes it abundantly clear that 
Nebraska has an ample supply of water. 


It also makes it clear that, despite our 


efforts of the past, a fantastic amount of 
work remains to be done to harness this 
tremendous natural resource. This initial plan 
is in the nature of a guideline without many 
real specifics but it is obvious that our policies 
and programs affecting water are in need 
of our immediate attention. 


Our potential for irrigation has hardly 


been tapped, our channel work represents 
but a small beginning and our flood control 
structures are far fewer than they need to 
be. The plan calls for additional work to 
determine the exact specifics of essential im- 
provements, to draft new water use policies 
and to ascertain the financial requirements 
of all this. It is imperative that Nebraska 
do this planning as quickly as possible if 
we are ever to avoid the hardships and finan- 
cial losses with which we are currently trying 
to deal.

Prisoner Issue, Withdra wal Date Deadlocked; 


Xuan Thuy Suspicious Of American Motives 


PARIS — After an interview 


with Xuan Thuy, North Viet- 
nam's chief negotiator in the 
Paris peace talks, two im- 
pressions are the strongest: He 
is utterly confident that his side 
will win the war it has been 
fighting in Indo-China for 25 
years. He is deeply suspicious 
of 
American 
policy 
and 


motives. 


As the Americans who have 


dealt with him in the talks have 
found, Thuy is articulate, in- 
formed and usually affable. His 
manner in the interview was 
relaxed, 
his 
language 
not 


markedly rigid; he laughed 
now and then as he made some 
rhetorical thrust. 


But he gave no indication that 


his government is prepared to 
give ground on its aims or its 
negotiating tactics. And the air 
of confidence 
was 
striking. 


When he said the outcome of 
the war was "evident now," he 
smiled as if he were stating the 
obvious. 


His view of the United States 


government came out tellingly 
in the reiterated statement that 
he did not believe President 
Nixon intended to withdraw all 
American forces from Vietnam 
at any time. The conditions laid 


down by the President for set- 
ting a withdrawal date, he said, 
were only "a pretext" to cover 
a decision against getting out: 
If North Vietnam gave way on 
one condition, such as the 
prisoners, Nixon would just 
raise another.

After all that has happened in 


Vietnam, Hanoi's skepticism 
about American intentions is 
not exactly surprising. But its 
view of the Nixon withdrawal 
program does indicate how 
large a gulf still exists between 
the two sides here in Paris, not 
only in aims but in understand- 
ing of each other. 


Most Americans, even some 


critical of the President's 
policy, believe that Nixon has 
started an irreversible process. 
The United States is getting out 
of Indo-China; it has no choice 
in terms of political or military 
realities. The only real question 
now is how much more damage 


will be done to the Indo-Chinese 
people — and to ourselves — 
before we finally go. 


But Hanoi does aot see it that 


way, and the reason is clear 
enough. A very wise student of 
the Vietnam tragedy, and of 
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the talks here, put it as 
follows: 


"It is a matter of trust. They 


just fundamentally mistrust 
us." 


The continuing deadlock on 


the 
most 
emotional 
and 


therefore obstructive issue in 
the talks, the prisoners, is a 
result of that mistrust. 


The U.S. side in the peace 


talks cannot see why the North 
Vietnamese do not make a 
gesture on the prisoners — 
iprovide more complete lists of 
the Americans held, release 
some or all at once, or make a 
firm commitment to release 
them if Nixon does at last put a 
terminal date on American 
military involvement in Indo- 
China. 


As the Americans see it, such 


steps would cost Hanoi nothing. 
While most unusual in a war — 
prisoners are normally left till 
the end of hostilities, as Hanoi 
points out — it would improve 
North Vietnam's negotiating 
leverage to take action now, 
and put the President under 
much greater pressure. 


That is logical thinking, but it 


does not take account of the 
mistrust in Hanoi. There, it 
appears, the prisoners are seen 
as 
protection 
against 
an 


American re-escalation of the 
war. If the card is given up, the 
communist . side 
fears, the 


United States might feel more 
free to go on bombing in- 


definitely all over Indo-China, 
including north Vietnam.

Washington. Nixon knows that 
the communists r e t u r n e d 
French prisoners after France

One side or the other may 


still change its tactics and 
make a gesture of faith.

The director with perhaps the most far-ranging responsibility 
is 
Robert Obering, head of what is loosely referred to as 
pu blic works. When 
it comes to a jack of all trades, Obering 
has to be it and he does a good job of mastering them 
all. 
It is his job to operate the street department, city engineer­ 
ing, inspection div ision, storm sewers, pav ing repair, street 
lights and the sanitary landfill. The latter is more commonly 
known as the city du mp. 
Obering’s operation crosses the activ ities of a wide range 
of bu siness and indu stry in the city , as well as the affairs 
and concerns of all homeowners. Certainly , some of the activ ities 
of those agencies are not to the liking of all people bu t 
Obering hasn’t any problems that money wou ldn’t solv e. 
Also under Obering is traffic eng ineering , o ne o f the areas 
where co ntro v ersy has been kno wn. But ag ain, any g o o d traffic 
eng ineer is g o ing to make a decisio n no w and then with 
which peo ple will arg ue. If y o u want a traffic eng ineer who 
will do his jo b, y o u can’t hav e o ne who is g o ing to please ev ery ­ 
bo dy . 
★ 
Dou g Brogden heads city planning and zoning, another con­ 
trov ersial area. Sev eral things are relativ e here. One, Brogden 
is as fine a planner and as dedicated to Lincoln as any one 
y ou cou ld ev er find. Secondly , the ins and ou ts of planning 
hav e been bandied abou t enou gh lately that little more constru c­ 
tiv e comment cou ld be made on them. Thirdly , the principles 
, of planning and zoning are cu rrently on the ascendency , leav ing 
; this area of pu blic affairs in a present state of relativ e calm. 
The final director is Don Smith, a y ou ng man who stepped 
¡ a y ear ago into the 
shoes of the late James Ager.

Now the ad­ 
ministration has come u p with 
legislation to gu arantee loans 
of up to $250 million to bail ou t 
Lockheed and its TriStar.

A displeased Gov . Ex on Wednesday for 
practical reasons signed into law LB939, a 
“compromise” env ironmental protection bill 
creating a new Department of Env ironmenal 
Control.

Bu t u nder LB939 as approv ed and signed, 
the director of the new department, while 
serv ing at the pleasu re of the gov ernor, only 
administers the cou ncil’s decisions; the cou ncil 
is the real power. It alone can set ru les 


and regu lations, and standards and criteria 
of qu ality for air, water and land. 
So the bill does not really represent a 
compromise to those who felt that the state 
shou ld take a stronger hand in the protection 
of the env ironment. The composition of the 
cou ncil is the factor which can hinder the 
effectiv eness of the department. Elev en of 
its 16 members will come from interests which 
are most responsible for pollu tion—indu stry ,

peoples’ interests are recognized by the in­ 
clu sion of one representativ e of the pu blic 
at large and one representativ e of conserv a­ 
tion. Penalties for v iolating whatev er stan­ 
dards are set u p make v iolations a minor 
ex pense at worst.

What is more of a dilemma than water? 
At the moment, for instance, we are being 
blessed with so mu ch rain that farmers can’t 
get their crops planted and city folks are 
of low spirits becau se of the gloomy condi­ 
tions. Bu t the hot day s of su mmer will soon 
be here and the nex t thing y ou know, we 
will be worry ing abou t drou ght. 
The state along the Platte Riv er west 
is now ex periencing flooding in the lowlands 
and the ex pectation is that conditions will 
get worse. The Legislatu re has passed a 
resolu tion u rging remedial action, althou gh 
it is highly qu estionable that mu ch of any thing 
really constru ctiv e can be done at this late 
date. 
The state is blessed with an abu ndance 
of water bu t, u nfortu nately , it is a mix ed 
blessing. Water ou t of control is not a blessing, 
nor is water that is wasted as it passes 
throu gh ou r state with no u se by u s. 
This is pointed ou t in the first phase 
of the new state water plan, presented to 
the Legislatu re this week by the Nebraska 


Soil and Water Conserv ation Commission 
The stu dy makes it abu ndantly clear that 
Nebraska has an ample su pply of water. 
It also makes it clear that, despite ou r 
efforts of the past, a fantastic amou nt of 
work remains to be done to harness, this 
tremendou s natu ral resou rce. This initial plan 
is in the natu re of a gu ideline withou t many 
real specifics bu t it is obv iou s that ou r policies 
and programs affecting water are in need 
of ou r immediate attention. 
Ou r potential for irrigation has hardly 
been tapped, ou r channel work represents 
bu t a small beginning and ou r flood control 
stru ctu res are far fewer than they need to 
be. The plan calls for additional work to 
determine the ex act specifics of essential im­ 
prov ements, to draft new water u se policies 
and to ascertain the financial requ irements 
of all this. It is imperativ e that Nebraska 
do this planning as qu ickly as possible if 
we are ev er to av oid the hardships and finan­ 
cial losses with which we are cu rrently try ing 
to deal.

Prisoner Issue, Withdrawal Date Deadlocked; 
Xuan Thuy Suspicious Of American Motives 


PARIS — After an interv iew 
with Xu an Thu y , North Viet­ 
nam’s chief negotiator in the 
Paris peace talks, two 
im­ 
pressions are the strongest: He 
is u tterly confident that his side 
will win the war it has been 
fighting in Indo-China for 25 
y ears. He is deeply su spiciou s 
of 
American 
policy 
and 
motiv es. 
As the Americans who hav e 
dealt with him in the talks hav e 
fo und, Thuy is articulate, in­ 
fo rmed and usually affable. His 
manner in the interv iew was 
relax ed, 
his 
lang uag e 
no t 
markedly rig id; he laug hed 
no w and then as he made so me 
rheto rical thrust. 
Bu t he gav e no indication that 
his gov ernment is prepared to 
giv e grou nd on its aims or its 
negotiating tactics. And the air 
of confidence 
was striking. 
When he said the ou tcome of 
the war was “ev ident now,” he 
smiled as if he were stating the 
obv iou s. 
His v iew of the United States 
gov ernment came ou t tellingly 
in the reiterated statement that 
he did not believ e President 
Nix on intended to withdraw all 
American forces from Vietnam 
at any time. The conditions laid 


down by the President for set­ 
ting a withdrawal date, he said, 
were only “a pretex t” to cov er 
a decision against getting ou t: 
If North Vietnam gav e way on 
one condition, su ch as the 
prisoners. Nix on wou ld ju st 
raise another. 
☆ llr 
After all that has happened in 
Vietnam, 
Hanoi’s 
skepticism 
abou t American intentions is 
not ex actly su rprising. Bu t its 
v iew of the Nix on withdrawal 
program does 
indicate how 
large a gu lf still ex ists between 
the two sides here in Paris, not 
only in aims bu t in u nderstand­ 
ing of each other. 


Most Americans, ev en some 
critical 
of 
the 
President’s 
policy , believ e that Nix on has 
started an irrev ersible process. 
The United States is getting ou t 
of Indo-China; it has no choice 
in terms of political or military 
realities. The only real qu estion 
now is how mu ch more damage 


will be done to the Indo-Chinese 
people — and to ou rselv es — 
before we finally go. 
But Hano i do es no t see It that 
way , and the reaso n is clear 
eno ug h. A v ery wise student o f 
the Vietnam trag edy , and o f 
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the talks here, pu t it 
as 
follows: 
“It is a matter of tru st. They 
ju st fu ndamentally 
mistru st 
u s.”

The continu ing deadlock on 
the 
most 
emotional 
and 
therefore obstru ctiv e issu e in 
the talks, the prisoners, is a 
resu lt of that mistru st. 
The U.S. side in the peace 
talks cannot see why the North 
Vietnamese do not make a 
gestu re on the prisoners — 
prov ide more complete lists of 
the Americans held, release 
some or all at once, or make a 
firm commitment to release 
them if Nix on does at last pu t a 
terminal date on American 
military inv olv ement in Indo- 
China. 
As the Americans see it, su ch 
steps wou ld cost Hanoi nothing. 
While most u nu su al in a war — 
prisoners are normally left till 
the end of hostilities, as Hanoi 
points ou t — it wou ld improv e 
North 
Vietnam’s 
negotiating 
lev erage to take action now, 
and pu t the President u nder 
mu ch greater pressu re. 
That is lo g ical thinking, bu t it 
does not take accou nt of the 
mistru st in Hanoi. There, it 
appears, the prisoners are seen 
as 
protection 
against 
an 
American re-escalation of the 
war. If the card is giv en u p, the 
commu nist 
side 
fears, 
the 
United States might feel mo re 
free to go on bombing in- 


definitely all ov er Indo-China, 
inclu ding north Vietnam.

Washing to n. Nix o n kno ws that 
tbe co mmunists r e t u r n e d 
French priso ners after France 
settled at the Genev a co nfer­ 
ence in 1954 and withdrew her 
fo rces, y et he co ntinues to tell 
the American public that the 
o nly way to g et o ur priso ners 
o ut is to refuse to fix a time fo r 
final withdrawal—the rev erse 
o f lo g ic. 
And so the prisoner issu e re­ 
mains in its paradox ical posi­ 
tion: We refu se to set a date for 
total withdrawal u ntil they 
make a commitment to release 
the prisoners; they refu se to 
make any commitments u ntil 
we set a date. 
Because o f such a difference, 
men hav e to g o o n killing and 
being killed, b r u t a l i z i n g 
themselv es and o thers fo r no 
co nv incing 
cause.

po ssible? Ho w will it lo o k to 
histo ry ? Ag ainst the fact o f 
mistrust, o ne feels the ho pe o f 
sanity . 
One side o r the o ther may 
still chang e its tactics and 
make a g esture o f faith. Xuan 
Thuy may g et fresh instruc­ 
tio ns and at so me po int this 
summer o ffer a co mmitment 
o n the priso ners. Or Nix o n may 
find reaso n to chang e his po licy 
o f o pen-ended war.

BOOKS -"The Prisoner Of Sex"

Norman Mailer is well versed on anything 


and everything. Possessing an ego the size 
of his 14 books combined, he has won the 
Pulitzer Prize, directed three motion pictures 
and run unsuccessfully for the Mayor of New 
York. Included among his many idiosyncracies 
is the space program, politics and poverty. 
But above all he has found himself to be 
most eloquent over the current broil of 
womanhood. 


Poetic, frank v and witty, Mailer has a 


style that deserves substantial credit. However 
it is a shame to see Ihim devote himself 
to such trivial and insignificant philosophy 
as is found in his latest book, "The Prisoner 
of Sex." This is not to suggest that the 
women's movements are trivial, or unimpor- 
tant, but the recent onslaught of women's 
protest materials have left the publishers 
numb and seem to hint that perhaps the 
movement has let the kettle overflow. Mailer's 
book instead of clarifying, seems to just add 
more water to already diluted words. 


Kate Millet, the outspoken woman for the 


Lib movement, devoted a full section to Mailer 
in her best seller, "Sexual Politics." She 
awarded him the prominent position in the 
annals of male chauvinism, and cut his 
"American Dream" into shreds. Unfortunately 
Mailer took the bait. He rallied on television 
programs denouncing "pug-nosed wit" Kate, 
and making statements that stung many 
women. 
"Women 
should be k e p t 
in 


cages ... We respect the lions in the zoo, 
but we want them kept in cages too." 


Whereas Millet's book devoted only one 


section to him, Mailer practically writes his 
whole book on "Good Sister Kate." In his 
literary perspective Millet's book is "barren 
and a mediocre terrain, its flora reminiscent 
of a Ph.D. tract, its road! a narrow argument 
and its horizons low." Sprinkling in retorts 
against Betty Friedan, Valerie Solanis head 
of SCUM (Society of Cutting Up Men) and 
about 15 other prominent members of the 
sisterhood, Mailer does manage to retain a 
sense of humor with his sweeping cosmic 
view. 


There is no denying that Mailer is as 


biased as Millet. They are polarized on two 
extremes and therefore tend to negate their 
protests. It is a sad commentary however 
that authors of Mailer's caliber cannot find 
more valid and humane subjects to whichi 
they can devote their energies.

Game and Parks Commission 


Director Willard Barbee was OB 
hand to present each soldier 
with a Nebraska Np. 1 pin, and 
thanked them "for drawing at- 
tention to the river," which, be 
said,, will soon attain its full 
recreational potential. 


Robert Killen of the Division 


of Parks made a few historical 
comments, noting that the spot 
where the Green Berets landed 
was Lewis and Clark's first 
permanent camp in Nebraska 
Territory. The e x p e d i t i o n 
struck camp June 15, 1804, on 
what they described in their 
journals as a "sand island at the 
mouth of the Nenjaha," and 
carved their names in the sand 
bluffs nearby (the carving has 
long since eroded). 


"They had a discipline pro- 


blem which you probably don't 
have now," Killen, said, ad- 
dressing the Green Berets. One 
man was court-martialed 
for 


falling asleep at his post, he 
said; and was sentenced to 100 
lashes across the back, in four 
installments. 


Several of the nine who kept 


diaries described the waving 
grass, the profusion of fruit and 
berries, and the Osage plum 
trees, Killen said. They also 
traveled "inland" along the 
Nemaha and discovered one of 
the largest Indian burial sites in 
Nebraska. 


The 
Nemaha camp 
was 


notable for being the site of the 
expedition's first court martial 


and first reconnaissance of the 
countryside, Killen said. 


He described the Louisiana 


purchase as "the biggest real 
estate deal in history," doubling 
the size of the United States. 


"If Lewis and Clark .ex- 


perienced the amenities that you 
are, though, they never would 
have gone on 'up the river." 
Killen concluded, referring to 
the banquets and entertainment 
given the Berets on their way up 
the Missouri

scheduled for their first night in 
Nebraska by the Falls City 
Chamber of Co m m e r c e, 


American Legion, and Veterans 
of Foreign Wars. The men were

Same Day Telecast Set For Indianapolis 500 


New York (UP!) - The auto race 


has been with us in one form or another 
ever since man wedded the wheel to gasoline, 
and it has always been a popular spectator 
sport, but network home television has given 
it a phenomenal boost in recent years. 


Video coverage, liv* or on delayed tape, 


of races in various parts of the world has 
increased steadily both as to the number of 
events and the air time allotted to them. 


This Saturday, for the first time, the 


500-mile race at the Indianapolis Speedway, 
a Memorial Day perennial, will be available 
on the home screen the same day the contest 
is held. 


The American Broadcasting Co. which 


is the leader in covering auto races, will 
record the event on tape as it is run and 
then put an edited two-hour version on the 
network at 8:30 p.m. Saturday. The race 


takes a little over three hours. 


In recent years, the race has been 


available live on elosed-circtiit, paid, theater 
television, but that it not being done thii 
year. 


"In general, auto racing has been one 


of the most difficult sports to cover on 
television," said Chuck Howard, vice presi- 
dent in charge of program production for 
ABC sports and producer of the Indianapolis 
event. 


"To show the full scope of the racing 


action, it, has become necessary at some' 
point to sacrifice the feeling of speed. .When 
we do capture this speed sensation, using 
low cameras focused on a car or two whipp- 
ing around a turn, it* is possible for the 
viewer at home to become disoriented and 
miss for a time the main storyline of the 
race. 


"For instance, I doubt the viewer would 


forgive us if we showed him a dramatic 
speed shot and caused him to misi the pass 
for first place." 


More cameras, possibly 13, will be used 


at the Indianapolis event than have been 
employed by ABC in covering any other 
race, Howard said. 


"Because of the unusual layout of the 


speedway," he said "it is impossible, for 
instance, even for a spectator in the best 
seat to see everything taking place on the 
track. So, more cameras. 


"And to do the be§t possible job, we 


will have special reporters at each turn who 
are equipped to give first-hand commentaries 
immediately should anything unusual take 
place in their areas." 


ABC's first racing telecast was on its 


Saturday "Wide World of Sports" program 


on May 27, 1961, when it showed some time 
trials for that year's Indianapolis 500. "Wide 
World" carried two other auto events that 
yedr, including France's Le Mans Grand 
Prix. 


In the first five months of 1971, "Wide 


World" has presented 12 auto competitions, 
three of them live, and, in addition, ABC 
has televised Sunday races in three cities. 


An ABC sports spokesman said that some 


215 stations have been lined up for the In- 
dianapolis telecast, a record for any of that 
network's prime-time sports specials. The 
National 
Basketball Association's cham- 


pionship playoffs this year, for example, went 
to about 185 stations. 


Should weather prevent the* Indianapolis 


race on Saturday, it will be run Sunday 
and ABC's program will be on at 8:30 p.m. 
that day.

told he must pay the fine before 
teeing off in the pro-am event 
Wednesday or he would not be 
allowed to compete m the event 
which starts today.

takes a little o ver three ho urs. 
In recent y ears, the race has been 
available live o n elo sed-drcait, paid, theater 
televisio n, but that is no t being do ne this 
y ear. 
“ In general, auto racing has been o ne

Administrator Robert Brungard 
said? Wednesday the average 
length of stay for patients drop- 
ped fignificantly last month. 


In a report at the monthly 


meeting of the board of trustees, 
Bruigard said the average stay 
in April was 6.9 days compared 
with;7.2 days last April and an 
average of 7.4 all last year. 


ACthe same time, he said, the 


average stay for Medicare pa- 
tiente dropped from 12.8 a year 
ago to-11.4 this year. 


That "is substantially below 


the national average of 12.5 to 14 
days/' he said. 


Bnmgard called both a "good 


sign*' adding he believes the 
decreases are the result of ef- 
fortsL by the hospital and its 
physicians 
to 
reduce 
the 


average stays. 


Holding patients longer than 


necessary is often cited as a 
factor in increasing costs to pa- 
tients, he noted, and he said 
worfc by hospital utilization 
review committees appears to 
be paying off. 


Brungard said Medicare oc- 


cupancy had dropped from 42% 
to 36% of the total number of 
occupied beds during the month 
of April. 


Brungard also theorized that 


the Jarger deductions allowed 
Medicare patients may be a 
factor in the drop in length of 
stay. 


Total admissions of all pa- 


tients remained about the same 
recently, 
Brungard 
s a i d , 


although length of stay drop- 
ped. 


The average daily occupancy 


for April was 187, compared 
with 198 last year in April. The 
high rate last year was probably 
influenced by the fact that St. 
Elizabeth. Health Center was 
reducing 
its 
occupancy 
to 


facilitate the move to the new 
building in east Lincoln, he 
said. 


In other matters, the trustees

Omaha (/P) — An autopsy ap- 


parently eliminated violence as 
the death of Hell's Angel Larry 
J. Salcedo, acting c o r o n e r 
George Sullivan said Wednes- 
day. 


Further tests by a toxicologist 


will determine .whether Salcedo,

Douglas County sheriff's office 
said the autopsy showed no 
evidence to support any theory 
that drugs might have been 
forced upon Salcedo. 


Elliott said blood found about 


the man's face and nose would 
have been consistent with con- 
vulsions likely to have resulted 
from a drug overdose. 


Meanwhile, officers said a 


preliminary analysis of samples 
of some 900 pills found in the 
car trunk showed them to be 
barbiturates. The pills now are 
being analyzed by state tech- 
nicians in Lincoln.

Drug Overdose 
Still Suspected 
In Salcedo Death 


Omaha (tf) — An autopsy ap­ 
parently eliminated violence as 
the death of Hell’s Angel Larry 
J. Salcedo, acting c o r o n e r 
George Sullivan said Wednes­ 
day. 


Further tests by a toxicologist 
will determine whether Salcedo, 
whose body was found early 
Tuesday in a car in a parking 
lot, died of an overdose of 
drugs, as suspected, Sullivan 
said. 


Capt. Frank Elliott of the 
Douglas County sheriff’s office 
said the autopsy showed no 
evidence to support any theory 
that drugs might have been 
forced upon Salcedo. 
Elliott said blood found about 
the man’s face and nose would 
have been consistent with con­ 
vulsions likely to have resulted 
from a drug overdose. 
Meanwhile, officers said a 
preliminary analysis of samples 
of some 900 pills found in the 
car trunk showed them to be 
barbiturates. The pills now are 
being analyzed by state tech­ 
nicians in Lincoln.
